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EW ENGLAND TOOK AN ACTIVE 
Me part in the unusual Presidential 


— aign of 100 years ago. This 


campaign led to the election of the first 
Republican President. 

Most, but not all, New Englanders 
supported the tall, homely rail-splitter 
from Illinois. Often he was called “Hon- 
est Abe’ but sometimes he \ ‘as referred 
to by less complimentary names. 

Abraham Lincoln’s bid for New Eng- 
land backing followed his famous Cooper 
Union speech in New York City on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1860. In fact, the impecunious 
Lincoln accepted the speech engagement 
nartly because it would permit him to visit 
his oldest son, Robert, a student at Phil- 
lips Academy, Exeter, New Hampshire. 
The son had tried unsuccessfully to enter 
Harvard University. Bob declared later 
that his dismal failure of the Harvard 
entrance exams and that his going to 
New England for prep work led to the 
Cooper Union speech and won the Presi- 
dency for his father. 

At any rate, Lincoln’s growing fame 
after that speech swept ahead of him 
to New England. There he made 
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by MELVIN L. Hayes

eleven speeches in eleven days. 

In Exeter, said the Exeter News-Letter, 
the Town Hall “was well filled with an 
enthusiastic audience, with a sprinkling 
of Ladies.” Abe’s speech at Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island, was og agg by stir- 
ring campaign songs from the Du Dah 
Club. Despite its being one of the largest 
in the state, there wasn’t even Standing 
Room Only in Harris Hall. 

Audience participation during the 
speeches was common. One wag yelled to 
tall Abe, “Didn’t they want you any 
longer where you came from?” Spectators 
interrupted Lincoln to grill him or offer 
their own priceless views. If someone 
cried “Put ‘em out!” Lincoln remarked, 
“No! I want you to jaw back.” 

Some New England newspapers were 
unimpressed. For example, the Dover 
Gazette (N. H.) commented: ‘Mr. Lin- 
coln, we have seldom seen your equal in 
adroitness at political jugglery.” 

Such, however, was not the attitude of 
most listeners. At Dover's city hall, Lin- 
coln paused after speaking an hour and 
suggested he had talked enough. The au- 
dience urged him to go on. He did—for 
another hour. 

As Lincoln concluded his address in 
New Haven, Connecticut, said the Pal/a- 
dium, “there was witnessed the wildest 
scene of enthusiasm and excitement that 
has been in New Haven for years.” After 
the speech the people escorted Lincoln to 
the home where he was staying. There 
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the crowd, eventually about one thousand 
strong, repeatedly cheered Lincoln. 

Many New England journals praised 
highly the Pride of Illinois. The Neu 
Hampshire Independent Democrat said 
that his Concord speech was “masterly 
and massive, sweeping away every refuge 
of modern Democracy (the Democratic 
Party), as smoke is swept away before 
the wind.”’ 


ictory Tour 


A Providence Journal item lauded Lin- 
coln on his speech in Railroad Hall there, 
saying: 

‘He abounds in good humor and pleas- 
ant satire, and often gives a witty thrust 
that cuts like a Damascus blade. But he 
does not aim chiefly at fun. He strives 
rather to show by plain, simple, cogent 
reasoning, that his positions are impreg- 
nable, and he carries his audience with 
him as he deserves to.” 

For the first half-hour, said the Week/) 
Illinois State Journal concerning another 
of Lincoln's New England speeches, his 
opponents would agree with every word 
he uttered. From that point “he began to 
lead them off, little by little, cunningly, 
‘till it seemed as if he had got all into his 
fold.” 

By the time Lincoln boarded the train 
for Springfield, his political stock had 
climbed to a new high. 

Lincoln was nominated on the Republi- 
can ticket the following May at the Na- 
tional Convention in Chicago. New Eng- 
land’s response to this news must have 
varied considerably. For example, Keene, 
New Hampshire, enjoyed a plentiful and 
much needed rain immediately following 
the announcement of the nomination. The 
grateful townsmen fired 100 guns fot

Lincoln and the Vice Presidential candi- 
date, Hannibal Hamlin, of Maine 

However, the Washington, D. C., Con- 
stitution declared that the nomination of 
Lincoln and Hamlin was immediately 
followed by a severe frost in Maine. The 
situation must have been even more 
critical in Massachusetts if we are to 
believe a Boston Courier item reprinted 
in the Constitution: 

“Friday, May 16, 
will long be remem- 
bered by the men of 
Massachusetts as 
day on which the 
publican party was ex- 
ecuted Had the 
Capitol on Beacon 
Hill, from some hidden cause, sunk into 
the crust of the carth—had the Court 
House turned round—had the City Hall 
and the old State House moved arm-in- 
urm on a visit of ceremony to the Custom 
House—all these unnatural things com- 
bined could not have produced so pro 
found a sensation as did the unlooked- 
for announcement that Abe Lincoln, of

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Sea Life 
for the Blind 


A famous expert on marine life is quietly bringing light 
to small worlds of darkness—in a manner unique and miraculous.

OW WOULD YOU TELL A BLIND 
| | child about the wonders of the sea, 
the way a scallop looks, how tall a sea- 
weed grows? 

How would you persuade a hard-bitten, 
hard-working Cape Cod dragger captain 
to take the trouble to pick out and save 
the unusual specimens his nets brought up 

rather than follow the usual fisher- 
man’s practice of throwing them over- 
board ? 

In coping with that first problem, Col- 
onel Eugene S. Clark, Jr., a resourceful 
Cape Codder from Sandwich, Massa 
chusetts, gives more than a hint of why 
his classes for children on marine life, 
marine fossils and marine research are so 
popular he’s being asked to give them by 
dozens of school and civic groups. And, 
in coping with the second problem, he 
demonstrates the practical, down-to-earth 
approach that has made him a world-re 
and researcher in 


nowned respected 


marine fields

officer to a special class for blind children 


in Medford, Massachusetts. The colonel 


Colonel Clark bas hundreds of color 
slides, such as that which be shows 
bere, taken in bis laboratory 

tanks.

was curious to see if he could teach such 
youngsters something about the sea and 
the creatures that live in it. Now, he 
drives from Sandwich to Medford and 
the blind children can’t wait for him to 
come back. 

In his tactful, sensitive, practical and 
imaginative handling of the class for 
blind children can be seen the reasons for 
the colonel’s unbounded success with all 
his children’s classes. He will hold a 
shell while each sightless child holds an 
identical shell. As the colonel speaks, sen 
sitive young fingers move across the shell 
to “see’’ what he describes. 

“They got a lot out of it,” the colonel 
says, “I could tell by the questions they 
asked. They wanted to know about sea 
weed, so I brought some. ‘Is it true,’ 
they'd ask, ‘that seaweed is used to make 
pudding?’ “Yes,” I'd tell them, and I'd 
pass around Irish moss for them to feel 
One little boy wanted to know how tall 
kelp grew; I pulled a strand through 
his hand and kept pulling up until I'd 
pulled it tight, six feet tall and

‘see’ just how tall kelp grew 

“Then I had them glue shells I'd brought 
to cardboard panels and type labels on their 
own Braille typewriters and paste them 
under the shells. That way, they associate 
the label with the feel of that particular 
shell. I've had them make plaster casts, 
too, so they'd have something to take 
home.” 

The problem of the dragger captain was 
a bit different. The scientists around Woods 
Hole sometimes set foot gingerly on a 
disheveled dragger, and wrinkle their noses 
at the inevitable rich smells that mark a 
working dragger. The dragger men have 
been known to be equally gingerly when 
it came to co-operating with the research 
ers.

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teresting sea creature? The colonel gave 
the skipper and every man in the dragger 
crew a glossy print, neatly labeled. When 
a transparent blob on a shell turned out, 
after immersion in one of Colonel Clark's 
salt-water tanks, to be a sea anemone who 
promptly produced ten young ones, the 
colonel invited captain and crew to his 
home laboratory to see their find. 

Now, that dragger sails with a large 
wooden box on her deck just ahead of the 
pilot house. And, when the trip is over, 
the box is likely to be filled with strange 
and unusual creatures dredged from the 
bottom by the dragger’s nets. 

The colonel has been best known, in the 
Cape Cod area, as a whaling expert—an 
interest that began when he was a little 
boy in Sandwich and lived across the 
street from a retired Nantucket whaleman 

Although he is a widely renowned fig- 
ure in the field of whales and whaling, a 
curator at the Peabody Museum in Salem, 
Massachusetts, and a lecturer well known 
by teachers and similar special groups, 
Colonel Clark’s trip into the eye of the 
general public is fairly recent. His lectures

to children have brought him more re- 
quests than he can fill. The juvenile lec- 
tures began for the colonel in 1954 when, 
as he recalls it, “the Cape Cod Junior 
Museum was organized and sent out word 
they were looking for scientists to donate 
their time to teach Summer classes.” 


In addition to using his own excellent 
color slides and models, plus live creatures 
in tanks, the colonel makes extensive use 
of fossils in his teaching. “I always start 
off with fossils,” he explains. “Each child 
gets an authentic fossil to take home 
and keep. They like that. 


“I like to have them get a little handi- 
work in. I throw down _ plaster-of-paris 
and have the children press shells into it. 
When the plaster hardens, they carve the 
siphon and the foot of a clam or what- 
ever animal it is; that impresses them with 
the details. 


In addition to his other teaching aids, 
the colonel has his advanced students do 
some actual dissecting of shellfish and 
other small creatures—with a plaster model 
of their subject in front of them to serve 
as a guide in identifying and labeling 
parts. 


Yet, over and above the stunning photos, 
the ingenious models, and the carefully- 
planned handicraft projects, Colonel Clark 
himself is the greatest reason for his suc- 
cess. He doesn’t make the error of stooping 
low to uplift his young students; rather, 
he invites them to come along, with him 
as a guide, on a fascinating trip. His 
knowledge is broad enough and unself- 
conscious enough to impress his youth- 
ful audiences with the fact that here is a 
man who really knows. His personal in- 
terest blazes so brightly young listeners 
can't help but kindle in response—and 
pay him the most sincere compliment of 
all: Imitation. Shell collections, marine 
exhibits and a new interest in careers in 
marine research bob up in the colonel’s 
wake when, like the Nantucket whaleman 
before him, the colonel has opened new 
doors. @

Museum curator Peter Selz considers 
Hayes “‘one of the most deserving young 
artists in America” and says, ““Mr. Hayes’ 
figures show an excellent sense of sculp- 
tural form and a mastery of the forging 
technique.”

Boston saw and liked the Hayes’ touch 
last summer. His sketch of a paschal lamb 
took one of four top prizes in national 
competition at the Boston Fine Arts 
Festival. 

At the Sharon Festival of Arts he won 
the sculpture award with his 42-inch high 
“Lion.” Recently one of the jurors, Bart- 
lett Hayes, obtained the entry for the 
Addison Gallery of American Art at 
Phillips Academy in Andover, Massa- 
chusetts. 

The artist whom The New York 
Times says “promises well,” belongs to 
an exclusive chapter within the society 
of “ironmongers.'’ There are some 300 
American sculptors trying to weld to- 
gether a niche for themselves in the high- 
ly competitive art field. The vast ma- 
jority are abstractionists who use every- 
thing from junkyard pickings to precious 
metals in their silhouettes, castings from 
molds, and sculpture in solid blocks. 
From the hands of Hayes, and perhaps 
six others in the so-called “advance 
guard,” spring three dimensional steel 


forms with hollow interiors, plus some 
profiles. 

This swing to metal is a comparatively 
new turn, but not a fad for sculptors. 
Fifty-three-year-old David Smith is credit- 
ed with firing the first art studio forges 
in the United States about twenty-five 
years ago. For sure he lit the furnace at 
which Hayes works. 

As a youth growing up in Hartford this 
son of a Notre Dame football star pre- 
ferred carving wood to tackling. Later he 
molded in clay and sculptured in stone. 
After graduating from Notre Dame in 
1953 he studied under Smith at the Uni- 
versity of Indiana where he earned his 
M.A. and received his introduction to 
metal. Hayes has been wed to it ever 
since. 

‘Metal is quicker and less costly,’’ says 
Hayes, who enjoys referring to himself as 
a 20th century blacksmith. 

There is also a special challenge which 
intrigues his sharp mind. “The mae 


gets no assistance from the material in 


solving a problem. With wood and stone 
the piece is always there as you see it 


within the material. The artist’s job is to 
remove the extraneous and bring it out. 
When following the technique I use with 
metal there is only the mental image. The 
form has to be built up piece by piece.” 
Since completing a U.S. Navy hitch in 
1957 Hayes’ creations have reflected his 
genuine fondness of animals. ‘My affinity 
for these shapes is definitely coming out 
in my sculpture. I have always liked ani- 
mals and enjoy shaping my expressions.” 
All of his figures—the animals in 
particular—are enhanced by outdoor set- 
tings. Coats of lacquer or wax protect 
them from the elements, but according 
to one owner, “Not from the hunters.’ 
Surgery, however, is not a major prob- 
lem. ‘‘Metal,” smiles Hayes “‘is not only 
more durable than stone, but can be re- 
paired in the shop with little trouble.” 
Yes, the blacksmith is certainly back on 
the scene—but would Longfellow approve 
the ‘smith’s new role?

The smoke of the revolutionary cannon was only three 
years over the horizon when Elizabeth Benjamin gave 
birth to her second son, Asher, in Hartland, Connecticut. 
The painting (top), by Oliver Larkin of Smith College, 

is especially appropriate to the event for not only is 

it part of a wall mural in a house designed by Asher 
Benjamin, “The Manse” in Northampton, Massachusetts, 
but it depicts a celebration of the revolutionary hero, 
Lafayette, and shows the former Asher Benjamin Church 
(center) in Northampton. Today there still stand a 

great many houses (such as in Greenfield, Mass.—bottom), 
churches, and public buildings actually built or de- 
signed by Asher Benjamin (shown in the insert from a 
painting possibly by Chester Harding) and a good 
number, too, that can ‘‘probably"’ be credited to him. 
His architectural influence in New England—dvue in 
great part to his book, The Country Builder's Assistant, 
which became a builder's ‘Bible’ in the early nineteenth 
century—is now believed to be mainly responsible 

for the typicaily American structural style known 

roughly today as “late Colonial.” 
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Although not all the buildings on these two pages were built 
by Asher Benjamin, his “touch” is strongly evidenced 
in each. The explanation, of course, lies in the 
fact that many designers either studied under 

him or used his books. Such, for example, 

is the First Church (right, center) in 

Old Bennington, Vermont, built by 

Lavius Fillmore. Shown on the 

left is the Charles Street 

Church, Boston, 1807, 

by Benjamin, 

himself. 








In 1802, Benjamin spent some time in Windsor, Vermont, and 
even advertised his proposed School of Architecture in 
the local papers there. Possibly it was during this 
period that he designed Windsor's Meeting 

House, now the Congregational Church (left, 

center). Four years later, in 1806, he built 

the stately West Boston Church 

(right), now a library and, for- 

tunately, exempt from 

demolition in the current 

West End Redevelop- 

ment program. 
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lt is one hundred and fifteen years 
since Asher Benjamin, at the age of 
seventy-two, died in Springfield, 
Massachusetts. During his life-time 
he rose successively from carpenter, 
housewright, paint store proprietor 
and finally architect in Boston with 
residence on fashionable Beacon Hill. 
Among many other things he was ac- 
tive in Boston's building program 
during the early 1800's, received the 
contract for a U. S. Marine Hospital 
design from President Thomas Jeffer- 
son, was concerned with the design 
and building of the canal locks at 
Dunstable (now Nashua), New 
Hampshire, and was one of the foun- 
ders of what is now called The Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects. But, of 
course, the real tributes to his success 
are the many noteworthy houses, 


some of which are shown on these 
two pages, throughout New England 
which still mark the Benjamin tradi- 
tion. 

Shown below—far left—is the 
Hubbard house in Windsor, Vermont. 
Although now empty and in need of 
repair, the upper balustrades, ‘‘en- 
trance arch" and other Benjamin 
characteristics are still very much in 
evidence. 

Below, right—The Coleman-Holl- 
ister house in Greenfield, Mass. 

The circular stair-case—shown on 
opp. page, left—is typical of many 
designed by Benjamin. This one is in 
the Black house, now a museum, in 
Ellsworth, Maine. Benjamin states in 
one of his books that his staircases 
were an “invention” of Peter Nicol- 
son of London and there is evidence 





Benjamin studied Nicolson's work. 
Another possible influence was the 
famous European-trained architect, 
Charles Bulfinch. One of Benjamin's 
first jobs was on the Bulfinch-de- 
signed State House at Hartford and 
the two met subsequently in Boston. 

The famous Asa Water house— 
lower right—in Milbury, Massachvu- 
setts, is believed to have been de- 
signed by a ‘Mr. Bryant" of Boston, 
but the Benjamin influence is obvious. 

The Alexander house—right—also 
in Springfield, Massachusetts, was 
built from a Benjamin design in 1811 
and once housed the studio of artist, 
Chester Harding. It is a fine example 
of the “modern” lonic order and a 
fitting monument to Asher Benjamin, 
who did so much to build New Eng- 
land's architectural tradition.

off our need to return to the soil by plant- 
ing a large vegetable garden, keeping 
twelve hens, two pigs and a pair of kit- 
tens, and painting more board feet of old 
porous wood than I care to remember.

The last twelve minutes of the 

notorious Larchmont are relived 
here in all the terrifying details 

of a great disaster at sea. 


‘@) AUGUST 10, 1959, DIED THE 
last survivor of one of the nation’s 
worst sea disasters. He was eighty-year- 
old Captain James E. Staples of North 
Brooksville, Maine, a veteran of forty- 
five years on the water. 

Fifty-two years ago on the clear, star- 
lit night of February 11, 1907, Staples 
was quartermaster of the steamship 
Larchmont as it proceeded down the 
Rhode Island coast with an estimated 
300 passengers and crew, bound for 
New York. 

At approximately 10:45 the coal 
schooner Harry P. Knowlton loomed 
out of the darkness and crashed into the 
port side of the steamer forward of the 
paddlebox. The Larchmont went under

in just twelve minutes. 

Only nineteen lived through that fate- 
ful night. The exact number that perished 
was never accurately determined. The 
passenger list sank with the “> 

In effect, this is James E. Staples’ story. 

Early in February, 1907, a low-pressure 
front formed over the Great Lakes. On 
the 11th it moved into New England 
bringing below-freezing temperatures. In 
Providence, snow began to fall at 6 p.m., 
quickly reached blizzard proportions, 
then ceased abruptly. On the Larchmont, 
tied up at her South Water Street dock, 
small drifts collected around the pilot 
house. 

Staples, standing the gangway watch, 
shuddered involuntarily as he looked at 
the gray sky. “We're in for a rough one 
tonight,” he murmured to himself. Scores 
of ticket holders elbowed their way past 
him, eager to get aboard where it was 
warm. 

In the interior of the Larchmont porters 
scurried here and there trying to keep 
track of the passengers’ luggage and an- 


swer innumerable questions. “Is there a 
bar on board?” one drummer asked. 
There was, and business would be brisk. 
There's nothing like a sea voyage to raise 
a thirst, said another. 

Many of the overnight trippers were 
Italian laborers on their way to Gotham 
to find work. Others, full of wine and 
cheap whisky, had to be assisted on board. 
The Joy Line was interested in making 
money. The carriage trade could look 
elsewhere. 

At 7 p.m. the gangway was taken in 
The steamer, backing slightly to clear, 
swung out into the Providence River. She 
was already a half hour late; the snow- 
storm had delayed freight loading opera 
tions. 

The wind out of the northwest rose 
perceptibly as the Larchmont rounded 
treacherous Point Judith and nosed her 
way into Block Island Sound. 

Lunging and rolling, she bucked into 
the teeth of a violent, fifty-mile gale 
which whipped the angry sea into a boil- 
ing tumult. Salt spray from towering

waves lashed out savagely, coating every- 
thing on deck with a fine layer of ice. 

High above the masts the stars seemed 
to glitter like sapphires in the winter 
night. The Larchmont, making maximum 
speed, with all her lights showing, was 
now running on time 

To the superstitious a 
Larchmont’s past performance 
have proved a singular fact: the ship was 
a Jonah 

She was built in Bath in 1885 as the 
Cumberland for the International Steam- 
ship Company's Boston-St. John route. A 
sidewheel, three decked, masted 
steamboat, she registered at 1,605 gross 
tons and was 252 feet long. Her hull was 
of white oak. The vertical beam engine 
capable of 1,000 horsepower allowed a

For seventeen years she plied from 
Boston to Nova Scotia without mishap 
until a foggy morning in July, 1902. Pull- 


ing away from Boston's Commercial 
Wharf, the Cumberland was struck with 
out warning by the United Fruit Company 
steamer Admiral Farragut. She reversed 
course and limped back to port, the for- 
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ward compartment filling rapidly. 

The next day, on being towed across 
Boston Harbor for repairs the after bulk- 
head gave way and she went under. 

The Cumberland was overhauled in 
New York, but the owners had second 
thoughts about returning her to service. 
When word got around that the Joy 
Steamship Company was in the market 
for a steamer on the Providence-New 
York route, the Cumberland switched 
hands. 

She was re-christened the Larchmont 
and on September 4, 1902—five days 
after her maiden voyage as a Joy liner, a 
pile of mattresses caught fire in the men’s 
cabin causing minor damage. 

On January 24, 1904, she ran aground 
in Narragansett Bay near Bristol, R. I. 
Two weeks later, five miles from Bristol, 
the Larchmont ran aground again. 

October 11, she collided with the lum- 
ber schooner D. ]. Melanson off Strat- 
ford, Connecticut. The pilot was George 
W. McVay 

John A. Hart, 25, a Providence en- 
gineer, was asleep in stateroom “12” 
when he was murdered and robbed on 
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February 19, 1905. The crime was never 
solved. 

Fire broke out again January 11, 1906, 
caused by a defective electrical connection. 
It was soon brought under control. 

Now only the final act of the Larch- 
mont drama remained to be played. 

“What damnable weather, eh, John?” 
said Staples as he gripped the wheel 
against the force of the storm. “What? 
Oh, yeah, Jim, it sure is,” replied we 
John Anson, thinking of his fiancee back 
in Providence. This time next month they 
would be married. 

In the saloon deck below Millard 
Franklin, seventeen, of North Attleboro, 
Massachusetts, billed as the “Young Hou- 
dini” and en route to an engagement in 
Trenton, New Jersey, was mystifying the 
incredulous with his feats of legerdemain. 

From one corner came the sound of 
tambourines and accordions. A dozen 


Salvation Army lassies were practicing 
songs they would sing tomorrow at the 
Army's Scandinavian Congress in New 
York. One of those who lingered and 
listened was Captain George W. McVay, 
an intelligent, imposing figure whose rise 


up the chain of command in the Joy Line 
had been meteoric. Fellow captains of 
the Sound regarded him with awe as a 
“boy wonder.” 

In another corner sat Jacob and Sadie 
Michaelson, holding hands and talking 
in whispers. In twelve days they would be 
man and wife. 

The dining room was closing for the 
night. It was 10 p.m. Freight handlers, 
their back-breaking labor over hours ago, 
had gone to the fo’c’stle. They had to 
be up early. The Larchmont was due to 
dock at pier 28 in the East River at 7 a.m. 

Most of the fifty-man crew were either 
asleep or beginning to yawn as the 
Larchmont, valued at $125,000 and car 
rying a $45,000 cargo, steamed majestic 
ally into the night. 

Allowed by law to carry 593 persons, 
she was far from crowded. There was 
nothing to fear. Didn't the Larchmont 
come equipped with eight lifeboats, four 
life rafts and four cork rings, as well as 
635 life preservers ? 

Finishing his rounds, Capt. McVay re 
turned to the wheelhouse. He stopped 
briefly to com- (Continued on page 88)

HERE ARE MANY NEW FORMS OF ART 

being experimented with these days 
but one of the most fascinating is the 
fusing of glass. A recognized expert in 
this field is Elizabeth B. Marshall of 54 
West Street, Worcester, Massachusetts. A 
few years ago Miss Marshall, then a pot- 
ter, was asked by her design teacher at 
the Craft Center in Worcester whether 
she might like to experiment with firing 
pieces of glass in her pottery kiln. The 
results emerged opaque and gave her an 
idea for certain windows in the new house 
she had recently purchased. So she fused 
scraps of colored glass and metal turn- 
ings into layers which produced a most 
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interesting effect. Then the experiments 
took on a more intense nature because she 
was asked to do a big screen in the lobby 
of the Bancroft School in Worcester. For 
this she achieved forms up to seven inches 
thick and managed to overcome many of 
the difficulties in crazing and delayed 
crazing. This year Miss Marshall spent 
six months in Europe looking at the many 
new buildings where glass was employed 
in novel manners and visiting artists’ 
studios to see what they were doing. As 
far as she knows, no one is fusing glass 
there, but her investigations did produce 
an interesting challenge. Could she color 
her own glass and not resort to the use of 
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scrap which tends to complicate the fire 
process? The next weeks, on her return, 
were spent in reading ancient manuscripts 
regarding this and studying the ways in 
which glass had been colored back in the 
13th century. Her research proved tre- 
mendously successful as she is now able 
to make glass in any color she desires, 
with or without texture, and opaque or 
transparent. The finished product is tough, 
strong and can be used in a dozen dif- 
ferent ways both as an architectural and 
an art form. 

If you're intending to build a new house 
or decorate an old one, you might want 
to consider fused glass in a few small 
windows. Or, if there’s a Craft Center 
nearby, you might like to experiment 
with the stuff yourself! Of course, don't 
expect to reach the artistic caliber of a 
Miss Marshall overnight. She's spent years 
perfecting the art and her work certainly 
shows it.

A row of colorful boy and girl dolls in 
native dress catches and holds the eye of 
anyone passing the Norwegian Arts and 
Crafts Shop on Chestnut Street in Boston. 
The dolls’ knit faces are so pert, their 
costumes seem so authentic, that one expects 
labels saying “Made in Norway,” or Hol- 
land or Poland. But their creator is a Balti- 
morean, Mrs. Leslie Holloway Jefferies, who 
has moved to Beacon Hill and who employs 
some of her leisure hours in making these 
appealing dolls. 

They are unusual in several ways. Their 
bodies, twelve inches tall, are knitted of 
pale pink woolen yarn, then stuffed with 
cotton. Their faces are embroidered in the 
knit, and their hair, of yellow yarn, is 
carefully braided, curled, or Dutch-bobbed 
Their costumes are copied exactly from 
photographs or sketches 

Mrs. Jefferies likes to make and sell her 
dolls in pairs. She has designed a Dutch 
boy and girl, both wearing knit brown 
sabots, a Norwegian pair and others. She 
will take orders for dolls in any national 
costume. 

The dolls are so decorative and their cos- 
tumes so correct that in Baltimore they 
were often used in schools or recreation 
centers. However, there is no doubt that 
little girls enjoy them, too—and any older 
girl who has kept her love for dolls.

At first the Thorntons 
designed and made their own shopping 
and handbags, but the demand and supply 
never seemed to meet. The dramatically 
striking commodious bags at the House 
of Burlap are, therefore, commercially 
manufactured although you may be cer- 
tain they meet the Thornton’s ever rigid 
requirement.

Burlap, aside from being odorless and 
running the color gamut, is extraor- 
dinarily economical, which means the 
homemaker can change her decor as 
often as her whims dictate with nary a 
dent in the budget.

by DUNCAN MacDONALD 

Echoes of “the War Between The States” 
and visions of one of our two greatest and 
most solemn-looking Presidents eating a 
dainty confection, surround this month's 
winning recipe from Mrs. Robert W. 
Benoit of Center Harbor, New Hampshire. 
Mrs. Benoit learned the magic formula from 
her family’s cook, Sophie, who started her 
life as a slave on a southern plantation, 
and in the American tradition rose to be- 
come a much-appreciated cook in the house- 
hold of John G. Nicolay, personal secretary 
to President Abraham Lincoln. 

Mrs. Benoit says: “This recipe has the 
distinction of having been served to early 
Washington society including several Presi- 
dents. 

“As a small child, my early cooking 
lessons were from Sophie, who had been 
born of slave parents. She escaped and was 
sheltered by an aunt who had been freed, 
and thence to the home of John G. Nicolay, 
Lincoln's personal secretary. This brought 
Sophie into my life because Mr. Nicolay’s 
daughter was my godmother. 

“I remember Sophie in her long blue 
dress, high black button shoes, hoop ear- 
rings, and white cap. She laughingly named 
these cakes ‘Sophie Fingers’ and baked them 
in lady finger pans.”

received the nomination of the Republican 
convention at Chicago. Such was the in- 
tense sadness of the republicans—so real 
was their depression and woe that Demo- 
crats could not find it in their hearts to 

make light of their affliction. 

“The laboring mountains have truly pro- 
duced a most ridiculous mouse!” 

In Concord, said the New Hampshire 
Patriot, the “Black Republicans” fired one 
hundred guns but the reports were very 
feeble, “the calibre of the gun used cor- 
responding to that of the candidates.” 

In early November the war of words 
ended and the battle of the ballot box 
began. In Worcester, Mass., 100-year-old 
Ebenezer Mower, who voted for George 
Washington in 1789, went to the polls. A 
90-year-old in New England, who also had 
voted for the first President, “indicated that 
he has retained his mental as well as physi- 
cal facilities’ by voting for Old Abe, some 
Republican newspapers claimed. 

A hundred-year-old, Ralph Farnham, then 
said to be the sole survivor of Bunker Hill, 
walked six miles to cast his vote in Maine.

ment to Staples on the foul weather—it 
was then 3 degrees below zero—and went 
to his cabin. 

McVay had taken off his coat and vest 
when he heard the Larchmont's whistle 
sound. Four blasts—the danger signal . 

The Harry P. Knowlton, built for the 
South American trade, was a three-masted 
coal schooner, 317 tons and 128 feet long, 
or half the length of the Larchmont. Owned 
by George B. Dunn, of Houlton, Maine, 
she hailed from Eastport. 

On February bound for Everett, 
Massachusetts, she had taken on 453 tons 
coal (a lighter load than 
usual) and sailed up to City Island, New 
York from South Amboy, New Jersey. Ice, 
however, prevented her from entering Long 
Island Sound. 

The Knowlton managed to get free by 
10 a.m. on the 11th. Crowding on all avail- 
able canvas, the coaster began to beat her 
Sound at a 10-knot clip to 
lost time.

The seven-man crew was commanded by 
Capt. Frank T. Haley, at sixty a dour, 
hardened skipper who could count a forty- 
five-year career in the coasting trade 

At the wheel stood Carl V. Johnson, 
thirty-seven. Unfamiliar with the waters of 
Block Island Sound, he had all he could 
do to keep her on course due to the gale 
winds. 

At 10:35 p.m., mate Frank Govant, of 
Bangor, was standing watch. Idly, he no- 
ticed the green starboard light of an on- 
coming ship. She was about a mile off 

Believing the officer in charge had 
missed seeing their starboard signal, Govant 
called out to the lookout and asked if it 
was working 

Govant's question seemed odd to Haley 
and he came rushing on deck. The port 
light of the Larchmont was visible less 
than 400 yards away. The two vessels were 
collision course 

Haley used to near collisions on 
the Sound. One more wouldn't make much 
difference. “Keep her on course,” he or- 
dered Johnson. 

“Aye, sir,” Johnson replied. Then he 
heard the high screech of the Larchmont's 
whistle and his knuckles grew white as he 
clenched the wheel. 

Pilot Anson released the whistle cord. 
“For God's sake, Staples, port the wheel, 
port the wheel!” he screamed. Staples 
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shoved her over as far as she would go, 
hung on, and prayed. 

Anson's order was a frightful mistake. It 
drove the Larchmont to starboard—direct- 
ly into the path of the onrushing Knowlton. 

McVay reached the wheelhouse, but 
there was nothing he could do. It was too 
late. “My God, John,” he said, “what have 
you done?” 

His words were drowned out in the 
deafening crash. Beams cracked. Timbers 
splintered. The schooner’s bowsprit ripped 
into the Larchmont’s hull about twenty- 
five feet forward of the paddlebox tearing 
a jagged gash above and below the water- 
line. The sea immediately began pouring 
into the galley. 

The main steam pipe, the major source 
of power, was ruptured. The paddlewheels 
continued to turn, slowed, then stopped; 
the engine was dead. Lights all over the 
ship flickered and went out. Huge clouds 
of scalding vapor spread slowly up from 
the engine room. 

McVay grabbed the speaking tube and 
demanded the chief engineer's report. There 
was no answer. He ordered Staples and 
second pilot James S. Wyman to investi- 
gate. The steam prevented them from get- 
ting further than the saloon deck. 

Caspel Hest, first assistant engineer, of 
Albany, New York, gave a damage esti- 
mate and advised McVay to “beach her on 
the mainland, she’s sinking fast.” With the 
power out and the current against them, 
the plan was hopeless. 

The Knowlton had swung away to star- 
board; the Larchmont’s momentum had 
carried her forward of the schooner's stern. 
The Knowlton’s crew saw the steamer en- 
veloped in a white, heavy mist and appar- 
ently undamaged. They shouted to be 
taken off their disabled ship. 

Neither vessel sent up distress signals 
which could easily have been seen by surf- 
men at the Lifesaving Service's Quono- 
chontaug station, three miles to the east. 
Nor was the Larchmont provided with 
wireless just coming into use on steamships. 

On the doomed steamer, mounting con- 
fusion gave way to panic as passengers 
streamed on deck frantically seeking an 
avenue of escape. Those who had not been 
suffocated in the cabins or lounges fought 
their way topside. 

Harris Feldman and his wife, Bertha, of 
New York, were awakened in their state- 
room by the crash. Both got dressed and 
ran out into the main saloon

“I pulled myself together,” he was to 
tell a Providence Journal reporter, “and 
decided that only those who kept cool heads 
would have much chance of getting out. . . 
alive.” 

They and thirty-three others clung to 
the after housing of the hurricane deck as 
it broke away. The Larchmont started to 
go under. 

Capt. McVay and six crewmen, includ- 
ing Staples and Young, swung No. 1 life- 
boat from its davits and tried to pull 
around the bow to leeward and pick up 
those struggling in the water, but the wind 
was too strong. 

As the lifeboat was carried away by the 
current, McVay turned his back as the 
Larchmont disappeared bow first beneath 
the frigid waters of Block Island Sound. 
The climax had come. It had taken the 
Larchmont twelve minutes to die! 

The Knowlton, her hull having shipped 
three feet of water, headed for the Rhode 
Island coast. A mile off Quonochontaug, 
the crew took to the dory. 

At 1:30 a.m. Haley spotted a lantern 
glow. A surfman was making his western 
patrol. Bordering on collapse, they made 
it ashore and reported to the officer in 
charge. 

It was just a bump, nothing serious, 
Haley said. The steamer had stayed on 
course. She wasn't in trouble. 

On Block Island Sound the Larchmont’s 
lifeboats drifted toward the island. The 
stars looked down on a scene of utter 
desolation. The living and the dead alike 
resembled human sculptures carved from 
ice.

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To the east, faint rays of the rising sun 
outlined two men as they tottered along 
the beach. It was McVay and Staples. 
Then, for the first time since the Larchmont 
had plunged to the bottom seven hours 
before, the full scope of the tragedy un- 
folded. 

The grim story of the disaster broke in 
the afternoon editions. For the next six 
weeks the press had a field day. Editorial 
writers from Chicago to Kansas City as- 
sailed the country’s steamboat lines as un- 
safe, their ships “floating death traps.” 
The word “cowardice” was frequently flung 
at the Larchmont's crew. 

It was rumored that McVay had made a 
hasty exodus from the pilot house. Reports 
had it that his boat was one of the first 
over the side. 

Law suits were leveled at everyone in 
sight. The Joy Line brought action against 
the Knowlton’s owner for $125,000 charg- 
ing improper navigation and negligence. 
The survivors sued the Joy Line for $100, 
000. In most cases, the plaintiffs were 
happy to collect enough to cover lawyers’ 
fees. 

The Board of Steamboat Inspectors start- 
ed an immediate inquiry at New London. 
On April 22, after hundreds of pages of 
testimony, the federal agency handed down 
its verdict. 

The hapless pilot, John Anson, was 
alone to blame. Anson made a good scape- 
goat. Being dead, he wasn't available to 
testify. 

Today the Larchmont lies in 114 feet of 
water. Only her rusting boilers mark her 
grave. When the sea is calm, commercial 
fishing boats hover over the spot. Below, 
schools of cod and flounder keep company 
with the dead, the known and the nameless.
